Circuit Court differed. The court 
.said in Its opinion that the amend’ 
ments do not apply because the 
dam Is long past the survey and 
planning stages. 

U. S. District Court Judge Ted 
Dalton of Roanoke upheld in April 
the engineers* right to continue 
with the construction of the dam 

over the objections of the con¬ 
servationist groups. 

Dalton held that the engineers 
were not in violation of the fed¬ 
eral environmental laws in con¬ 
structing the dam as charged by 
the conservationists. When Dal¬ 
ton made his ruling, work on the 
dam was about 30 per cent com¬ 
plete. 

Lawyers for the conservation¬ 
ists said they plan to appeal the 
4 th Circuit Court's ruling to the
